TS T H E F E D E R A L government moving

President Eisenhower ha s endorsed a 


report on the subject prepared by the of­ 


fice of Attorney Genera l Herbert Brownell, 


J r . The Brownell report deplored jurisdic­ 


tional snarls in severa l thousand “ federal 


islands 
such a s post offices, national pa rks 


and milita ry bases. 
The report recommended that: 
1. Civilian employes of the federa l gov­ 
ernment be qualified a s residents of t h e 
sta tes in which they live for voting, jury 
service, public schooling, a ccess to divorce 
courts, and such purposes. 
2. Sta te laws and 
law enforcement on 
crim e, fishing and hunting, tra ffic, 
milk 
price minimums, and alcoholic bevera ges 
be applica ble in federally-owned a rea s. 
3. Priva te property ta xes be levied a s in 
the rest of the state. 
It is doubtful that the proposal will go 
through unchallenged. The imposition of 
sta te ta xes and duties and the stripping of 
certa in federal privileges in 
t h e se “ is­ 
la nds" is bound to crea te resista nce. 
Persons living on these reserva tions in 
“ dry” sta tes, for exa m ple, m a y not wel­ 
com e the imposition of local liquor laws. 
But there has been much talk of “ states* 
righ ts." The Brownell report might be a 
logical wa y to counter the trend 
toward 
centraliza tion of the past qua rter-centurv. 


FEW WAR INCENTIVES 
A F T E R A FOUR-m onth survey 
of the 
stock m a rket, the New York Stock E x ­ 
cha nge em erges with the golden finding 
that pea ce is six times a s a ttra ctive 
as 
w a r in investment circles. Of m a rket de­ 
velopments up or down, it is discovered 
most of them were tied to news develop­ 
ments in the past qua rter century. 
In 50 ca ses the m a rket went downward 
at threa t of wa r and in only nine ca ses was 
stimula ted by wa r a la rm s. 
This is essentia lly rea ssuring. In 
other 
times there were distressing cha rges that 
big fina ncial interests fomented wa r to 
m a ke money. But so m a ny investors got 
burned by the consequences of the t w o 
world w a rs tha t internationa l hostilities 
a re rega rded a s sma ll incentive to gain. 
Add to this the dreadful potentialities of 
therm onuclea r w a rfa re, in which the lives 
of investors along with those of everybody 
else a re threa tened, and the result is a sit­ 
uation in which a dvoca cy of w a r in hope of 
ga in is sheer lunacy. 
The world has pretty well washed out all 
incentives to w a rfa re except the ambitions 
of leaders of international power 
blocs. 
Even these a re trying to by-pass wa r 
in 
the wretched hope of rea ching their objec­ 
tives otherwise. 


PR ESS INDUSTRY BOOMS 
AN IN D U S T R Y that is operating to c a ­ 
pa city and has orders booked that will re ­ 
quire severa l yea rs to fill is that 
which 
ma nufa ctures newspaper printing presses. 
P resses a re being worn out and outmoded 
a s never before. 
Increa sed circulation is 
putting added 
stiess on the a vera ge newspa per’s 
press 
equipment, and an enormous a dvertising 
load is adding wea r and tea r and forcing 


J a p a n ha s been short of food since the 


Meiji Revolution (1868) opened the modern 


era of that 
country's history. 
The 
food 


question ha s a lwa ys been uppermost in the 


minds of Ja p a n e s e sta tesmen, as only 20 


percent of that country s land is a ra ble 


and as the population increased, 
it was 
necessa ry to import la rger quantities of 
rice, whea t, and soy beans from o t h e r 
countries. 


Many Ja p a n e s e thought 
that 
the 
best 
solution for J a p a n ’s shortage of food wa s 
to conquer Ma nchuria . That the Ja pa nese 
did in 1931, but if proved to be a mista ke 
beca use the United Sta tes objected to 
it 
and J a p a n beca m e, in time, involved in a 
deva sta ting wa r which brought only defeat. 
Since then Ja p a n not only lost all t h e 
territory acquired subsequent to 1931, but 
also Form osa which had come into J a p a n ­ 
ese possession 
in 
1895. 
From 
Form osa , 
J a p a n had obtained tea. sugar and other 
food products. 
So, the United Sta tes has been contra ct­ 
ing to sell J a p a n sorely needed foodstuffs 
from our va st surpluses. This has stirred 
up a tira de a mong the Communists, pa r­ 
ticula rly in Peking, where plans have long 
been afoot for a 
Ma rxist revolution 
in 
Ja p a n based on an inadequate food supply. 
The Chinese Internationa l Service in ra ­ 
dio broa dca sts in Ja p a n e se devoted itself 
to a lengthy a tta ck on the United 
Sta tes 
for imposing upon Ja p a n ba rley, rice, cot­ 
ton, toba cco, corn and wheat. According to 
this Chinese report, Ja p a n was forced to 
a ccept $200,000,000 of America n food. The 
com m ent on this was: 
“ One of the U. S. colonial policies at 
present is to force the Asian and African 
countries to import U. S. surplus f o o d s . 
With the sa le of these surplus foods, in con­ 
junction with the so-called MSA milita ry 
aid under the Mutual Security Act, 
the 
United Sta tes has concluded three a gree­ 
ments on surplus foods with Ja p a n , begin­ 
ning in M a rch 1954." 
Most of these products do not grow suf­ 
ficiently in Ja p a n . Some of them, 
before 
the wa r, were imported from Ma nchuria . 
North China, Fren ch Indochina, Sia m and 
even from the United Sta tes, My m em ory 
goes ba ck as fa r as 1919 when I listened 
to lengthy discussions in China and Ja p a n 
on the subject of food and the m ea ns for 
improving the food supply of the Ja p a n ese 
people. 
One of the principal foodstuffs of Ja p a n 
is fish and the J a p a n e s e a re being crowd­ 
ed off the ocean by Soviet Russia and the 
United Sta tes and South Korea . This is a 
much more serious problem to the Ja p a n - I 
ese than imports from the United 
Sta tes 
gra na ries. 
One complaint now being m a de is that 
the America ns a re trying to get the J a p ­ 
a nese to ea t bread and drink milk. T r u e , 
these a re novel foods for the J a p a n e s e but 
I ca n reca ll when one of the most serious * 
problems discussed in that country during 
the 1920’s was how to m a ke the Ja p a n e se 
ta ller and all tile food experts 
advoca ted 
drinking milk. 
What the Peking Chinese must be wor­ 
ried about is that they had been hoping to 1 
ba rter Ma nchuria n wheat and bea ns, Ho­ 
nan cotton and toba cco for J a p a n e s e m a ­ 
chinery and other ma nufa ctured products. 
It would be a novelty for any Chinese to 
w or r y about the Ja p a n e s e with whom they 
have quarrelled since the 1880’s.
